Visit to the Palace. 
Dec. 18. Having been previousty invited, 
'we went to the Palace, and sat about two 
‘hours:—the occasion of our going was this; 
the young Princess, the only child of the head 
Queen, and the most distinguished favorite in 
the reval family, was to have her ears bored. 
The King appointed a festival of 40 days, sus. 
pended all business, directed the prisons to be 
thrown open, and issued an order, that during 
the 49 days no flesh should be sold in the mar. 
kets, no persons should wash their heads in the 
street, and many things of'a similar kind. Ma. 
jor Burney (the English Resident at the court 
of Ava,) and his lady, invited usto go with 
them. However, when we reached the Palace 
gate, they had been ir. some time, but had left 
servants to conduct us through the crowd. We 
passed by the front till we came to the south 
‘angle of the Palace, and soon found ourselves 
seated under a canopy of great extent, and de- 
| corated according to Easterntaste. The King 
and Queen and all the members of the royal 
family, occupied a splendid veranda, which 
forms one niche in the south front of the Pal. 
ace. Soon, tea, fruit, and a variety of sweet- 
| meats, flowers, &c. were placed before us, and
